CHAPTER I 

FIRST KOIRENG MINISTRY 

With the enforcement of the frovernment of Tfnion 
Territories Art 1963, Manipur alonjj with Himachal 
Pradesh and Tripura had been iiiveii Legislative Assem- 
hlv The existing Territorial Council constitiiied under 
the Teiriloiial Councils Act, 1956 had been converted 
into the Terntorml Legislative Assernblv in June, 1963. 
The Congiess had twentyfonr members ineluding three 
members defected from Samvnkta Socialist Party and 
two nominal erl members The following was the list of

The polilual situation ni Manipui and its neigh- 
bouring State ol Nagaland had a close connection with 
the eloctum results A brio! ac< ount of the jirovaihng 
hostihties in Nagaland which had a great influome in 
20,000 Sq kms of lull ai’oas of Manipur may he cited 
here briefly. From 1952 onwards, the relations bc^ twee ii 
the Nagas and the Government of India gradually 
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deteriorated due to a uorics ut uiilavnurable factors 
The Naga National (Jouncil boycotted the farst general

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underground army would refrain from moving with

‘They also gave the assuranre that no arms would ho 

imported from abroad during the period of the Peace- 
talks 

‘During the period of cease-fire, jirotection of con- 
voys, columns, administrative centres, international 
border posts and towiis would continue heretofore but 
in order to avoid the possibility of any clash there 
would be no patrolling in th<‘ inteniational bolder aiea 
The load [irotection should, hnw'evcr, cease to operate 
during the ease-fire period 

The Xafralaml Federal tJovernment for its part, gave 
asHiirain e thal it veil) ro-operati* to prevent aiiv viola-

‘As a fust step tile proposed peiiofi of relaxation

While the above terms liad been agieed upon in 
application to Nagaland, it was proposed that the area

*l^ce the {oiziciple -of making provision for an im- 
partial witness to any p^MiefuI settlement had been 
agreed upon by the permission of the Government of 
India, the under^onnd on their part had agreed not to 
press their requirement of a team of international obser- 
vers during the early stages of the proposed peace-talks. 

‘On behalf of Federal Government of Nagaland also 
an order was issued. Representatives of Federal Go- 
vernment of Nagaland have been engaged in talks with 
members of the Peace Mission appointed by the Naga- 
land Baptist Church Council. As a result of these talks 
the representatives have agreed to the conditions under 
which a cease-fire can be arranged to enable direct 
talks to take place between the leaders of the Federal 
Gkivemnient of Nagaland and the Government of India. 

‘It is the hope and praver of members of Federal 
Government and Naga Army that this cease-fire will 
lead to a new era of peace and friendship between the 
people of Nagaland and the people of India, an era in 
which Naga people will again be able to engage in their 
normal peaceful occupations. 

We call -upon all people of good will in Nagaland 
and in India as well as those concerned in the world 
outside to support this effort to achieve peace in all 
ways that are open to them.** 
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This stoppage of operation became effective on 
September 6th, 1964. As contained in the Acreeinent 
for cease-fire or suspension of operation, the tbioc Naga 
inhabited Sub-Divisions of Manipur vi7 .

lilt'll pt'i su.uleti tiu' Imlepcndonts to come over to their 
Ki(l('. Out of the nine independent members, seven went 
over to tlie (Jongress and thej were readily converted 
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into Congress MLAs The two independent members 
who had not gone ovei to the Congress were Sarvaahn 
Y. Yaima Singh and A Biramangol Singh. Smt. A. 
Bimola J)evi and Smi R T Shining were nominated by 
the Congress Pdity as MLAs, as permitted by the 
Goveniment of Union Territoiies Act.

Shu S Tombi Singh and Shn Kh. Chaoba were elec- 
ted the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker respectively. 

Soon a severe struggle for power ensued within the 
(Congress Legislature Party. Some members were 
promised for ministership, some were promised with 
contract works and some with certain other personal 
benefits by the Chief Minister but they were not 
kept The law and order situation also considerably 
deteriorated m the Hill areas so much so that life

had become riuiie unsafe m the hille. This had also 
spread in the adjoining areas of the plain. Economic 
condition had become from bad to worse Over and 
above their undisr losed ambition of power, the worsened 
condition of Manipur became a good propaganda mate- 
rial lor those who wanted to overthrow the Koireng 
Ministry Khri Koireng also smelling the plot, adopted 
various means to supjiress the move A resolution was 
adopted hy the Congress Legislature party lor lemoval 
of Shri S Tombi Singh, Speaker and Shii Kh Chaoba, 
Deputy Speaker. Later, they were expelled fioiu the 
Congress party 

Shn S Toinbi .Singh and Shn Kh Chaoba could 
gain the siijiport of 8 Congress MLAs atul soon they 
joined haiid.s witli the 7 inembers of the opposition 
On 19th October these ineiubcis assembled at the 
House of Shn Kh Chaoba, Deputy Speaker, at Sekmai 
some 12 miles outside implial They loimed the 
ITiiiteil Kioiit whieli was lorinally announced on 21st 
Septcmbei in a big public meeting at the Bir Tiken- 
drajit Park Thousands of people gathered and 
garlanded the members These 17 members of the 
United Legislature Front presented themselves physi- 
cally before Shn Ealeswar Prasad, the Chief Commissi- 
oner of Manipur and requested him to allow the Front 
to form the Government.

Shn Koireng Singh on the other hand, contended 
that he' had still the majority. In the meantime he 
tried every possible means to get some M.L.As. 

It was R time when both sides used every possible 
means such as money, position, force etc. to get MLAs 
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from either side. Both sidea aet up ronrentration 
campa — one at Sekmai for ULF and anoiher at f'ripok 
for Congress. Hundrwls of volunteers guarderl the 
camps (lav .and night Knch side used to send sjiies to 
the other ramp In short, Manipur u.as in a state of 
chaos. The Congress High Comnnand sent Mr T Afancan 
for reconcilation of tlic partv hut he failed .anrl idtima-

After his resignation. Shn Koireng Singh oonld win 
over Shri Dernjalam Kipgen There was a big public 
demonstration at Tniphal against tlie conduct of Shn 
Dernjalam Kipgen and his effig^' was burnt in public. 

On I4th Ortober, 1967, one day after the T'^ L.P. 
Ministry was sworn, Shn M Koireng Singh sent a 
motion of no-confidence against the T'^.L F Ministry to 
the ‘Speaker. When the Tjegislative Assembly nWt on 
I6tb Odtober,' 1967, Shn S. Totnbi Singh, Speaker ad- 
journed the House till the 23rd October, '967 aftrt* 
admitting the Oongress motion OKpcrcssing lack of coh- 
fidetiee ' in the fourdav old United Front Government 
and after aanottneing the resignMion of Shn. L Achaw 
Singh' and Shri K. Ehivey from the panel of presiding 
oifficem. 
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Shri Kh. Chaoba, Deputy Speaker resigned (m 23. 
10,67. Wben the motion was taken up on ISrd Oot. 
1967 the opposition membera stated that the motion 
was moved only for proteotion and safeguard of demo* 
cracy since the country was under the democratic 
principle and they were the representatives of the 
people. They did not move the motion against the 
working of the United Front Government As the 
Speaker, who was a member of the United Front, eould 
not oast hiB vole, the U L F. had 15 votes while the 
Congress had 16 and as such the U.L.F. could not claim 
majority in the House and had no right to rule, and 
that it was their duty to forcibly vacate those persons 
who usurped power undemooratioally. 

In the course of discussion of the motion the mem- 
bers of the ruling U L.F tried to reveal the Commis- 
siims and omissions of the Koireng Ministry which 
ruled Manipur for the last five and a half years While 
stating the motion as unfair, unjustified and untimely 
they stated that the Congress party in Manipur had no 
responsibility as an opposition They did not know 
the duty of an opposition party in the House. They 
should at least have some patience. They should have 
moved such a motion after examining the performance 
of the new Ministry. When Congress party found that 
they had lost the majority they had been trying to 
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kidnap members from the other side. Thej wanted to 
destroy the Assembly which was an act of burning his 
own house out of hatred of rats. During the last elecr 
tion campaign, contract works of lakhs of rupees were 
given without call of tenders at Thanga constituency 
which was the constituency of Shn Koireng Singh. 
During the Congress rule they had misappropriated 
valuable plots of land at Lamphelpat, a newly deve- 
loped township at Imphal, they had issued many per- 
mits for buses to undesirable persons and loans were 
ireelv given to their followers. The Congress Govern- 
ment did not care for the poor people but they cared 
for the big landlords, black marketeers, profiteers and 
lapitalists One member tabled a photograph showing 
Shn M Koireiig, the former Congress Chief Minister and 
some othei Congress ML As drinking wine with Marwari 
eapitHlisis of Manipui They alleged that the former 
Congi’ess Govertiment ruled Manipui according to the 
whims of flatterers and capitalists. Before the swea- 
ring of U.J., F Ministiv the Congicss tailed out many 
hostile Nagas and let them roam hither and thither in 
the streets and lanes of liiiphal, thereby creating terror 
to the pubhc 

One member of the C L F. deplored the killing of 
students caused by the failure of food policy. He 
revealed the manipulation of voter list, stating an 
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^xampte of K^ishamthong constituency where the ac- 
tual htfrther of voters was only 2d,f)00 whereas in the 
enrolm^t of the Government there were 26,000 voters 
The Confess Ministry was charged for their failure to 
drive agamat black marketeers, hoarders and profiteers. 
There was no Government office which run without any 
oormption Government offices like P.W.D., Educa- 
tion etc were full of corruptions, irregularities and 
puddles In the Manipni Apex-Co-Operative Marketing 
Society which was a government sponsored society, 
thousaucls of rupees had been misused and misappro- 
priated hy the CJongress partv In the State Trading 
some five thousand maunds of nee wt*rc lost They did 
not supply sufficient food to the people The food 
snaretty was caused bv the w'cak policy of the Koireng 
Government 7’hev faded to enforce the procurement 
policy of food as they wanted to jnoteet the black 
marketeers. 

One tiilial M L A stated that as he was a represen- 
tative of the tribal people he had lo see the interest of 
the tribal peojile But the former ministry did no 
lonsidei the inteiest of the tribal people. For this 
leason he could not stay as a member of the Congress 
paity inth (laticnoe While going to the hills he could 
see schools without roofs and walls. In the Government 
dispensaries even the common medicines like Tincture 



Iodine uid Sods Mint were not svailsble. The rdads 
wcve not maintained. The hill people thus felt thiiit 
£(ad no goTemment to look after thmaa. 

Another member charged the Congress that they 
were afraid that the United Front Government would 
set up an Enquiry Commission to enquire mto the con- 
duct of the Congress Ministers about the appointments 
and promotions given to their relations. They wanted 
to bring disunity amongst the Maos and Kabuis, Kukis 
and non-Kukis, Nagas and non-Nagas, Muslims and 
non-Muslims, Meiteis and non-Meiteis Congress mem- 
bers were trying to create communal hatred amongst 
the Tangkhuls and Maos, Paite and Hraar, Kabul and 
Anal During the time of Koireng Ministry the scope 
of the Ministry was limited to ImphaJ town only. No 
tribal membw of the Assembly could go to their villa- 
ges as Shri Koireng’s Government brought the cessation 
of operation in three sub-divisions of Manipur and 
allowed the hostile Nagas to set up camps. During the 
cease-fire, 3 2 camps of hostiles were set up at Ukhrtil- 
The same was the case in Tamenglong and Mao. Many 
houses and roads had been destroyed m the hills. Many 

persons and hill leaders were killed and many C.R.Bs. 

* 

and M.Rs. were killed in the hills by the hostiles. 

The Speaker then adjourned the House till 11 a.m. 
of 24.10.67. 
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When the House assembled on 24.10.67 the Spcretwy> 
announced the resignation of Shri S. Tombi Singh from 
the oflire of the Speaker. The Secretary proposed that 
a member be appointed to preside ov^er the sitting under 
Kule 12 of the Rules of Prooedure and Conduct of Busi- 
ness of the Mampur Legislative Assezubly. Shn L. 
Achaw Singh of the U L F proposed Shn Gk)ukhenpau 
of the Congress to be the Presiding Officer and Sh^i Y 
Yaima Singh seconded the motion Shn Koireng ^mgh 
of Congress proposed Shn L Achaw Singh of IT L F to 
be the Presiding Officer of the House Shn N Tombi 
Singh seconded the motion But none of them could 
accept the proprtsaJ The Secretary then announeed that 
as the Hoiihc < ou Id not appoint a Presiding Officer he 
would refer the matter to the Administrator 

When the House reassembled after recess the Secre- 
t-ary announced the older ot the Administrator propro- 
guing the House on the 24th October, 1967 

By onler of tlie J^esident Vide order No F. 10/41/ 
67-SR(R) dated ^5th Oetobei the Manipur Legislative 
Assembly was siispeiided and the administration was 
taken ovtsr hy the President with effect from 2Sth 
October, J967 
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THIRD KOIRENti MINISTRY : 

Shri Koireng Singh tried to recoup his position by 
taking the MLAs into the rongres.s fold. It is said that 
some were paid considerable amouiil n1 money and some 
were promised positions such as ministership while 
some were promised With certain olher personal bene- 
fits. Soon Shn Oh Hajmohun SingJi resigned from the 
U L.F. and joined the Congiess All othei Congress 
members who had leeently defected to the U L.F., 
except Shri S. Tombi Singli and Shri Kli Cbaoba who 
were expelled from the f’ongress, were taken into the 
Congress legislature partv Shii Ivoireng Singh was 
thus able to consolidate his position and on 30.1167 
announced that the (Vingiess had regained the majority 
and could form the Government. On 2.12.67 Shn S 
Aiigou Singh rejoined the Congress On 7 12 67 Shn L 
Thambou Singh who mus the (’hiel Mini'^ter in the 
U.L.F Government and Shn S Ashon returned to the 
Congress Party.

In order to secure the position of the Congress 
Legislature party Srat. Lhmgjaneng Gangte was nomi- 
nated and oath was administered on the 23rd Septem- 
ber, 1968 

Shri S. Larho was elected Speaker and Shri L. 
Ibomcha Singh as the Deputy Speaker Shri Demja- 
1am Kipgen was elected Chairman of the Standing 
Committee of tlie Manipur Legislative Assembly (A 
Committee of the Members from the Hill areas of 
Manipur) 

Revolts soon developed within the Congress 
Legislature party from the members whom minister- 
ship and other positions were promised at the time 
of the formation o'" the now ministry. They too began 
to consolidate their positions by collecting the M.L.As. 
to stand behind them In order to save the situation 
and to weaken the move of the dissident M.L.As. Shri 
Koireng Singh had taken Shri 8 Bijoy Singh and Shri 
W. Mani Singh as Deputy Ministers on 4th July, 1969. 
This had enragei' the me ubers who had been aspiring 
for ministership so long At last they had collaborated 
with the opposition for overthrowing the Koireng 
Ministry. 
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On the 23rd September, 1969 Shri Y. Yaimn 
Blngh moved n motion of no* confidence against the 
Council of Minister led by Shri M. Koireng Singh. 
Ab the motion had obtained the leave of the House 
the Sxwaker announced that it would be taken for dis- 
cussion on the next day i.e. 24th September, 1969 

On this very day, that is, the 23rd Sept. >969 
Shrimati Indira Qandhi. the Prime Minister of India 
visited Manipur. She was to address a public meeting 
at the pologround at Imphal Thousands of people 
including women and children assembled at the polo- 
ground. Soon after the Prime Minister began to address 
the meeting some trouble started between C.B P snd 
the pubhc There was then lathi charges ; tear gas 
shells were shot Then firing was resorted to, C.R.P, 
charged the lathis over the women and children with- 
out discrimination. Four persons were shot dead, seme 
on the spot and some in the hospital Many persona 
were injured. The trouble spread all over the streets 
and lanes of Imphal. The fight between the police 
and the public continued till the death of night. 

In support of the motion the members of the 
opposition stated that the people were quite dissatis- 
fied with the Government as they could not expect 
anything purposeful from this Government. As there 
wsa no supervision by the ministers, corruption was 
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rampant is every Govenunest Of&ce. This Govern- 
ment was running through corruption, nepotism and 
favountism. They were looking the interest of a few 
section of the people. 

The unprecedented event of the previous day at 
the pologround when the Prime Minister began to ad- 
dress the meeting was stated to be due to the irres- 
ponsibility and lack of tactfulness of the Government. 
The law and order situation had deteriorated and 
there was no peace not only in the hills but also in 
the plain. There were many oases of looting, robbery 
and murder In short, there was no security for life. 
The Government was keeping C R P in Manipur by 
constructing tents and barracks even in the heart of 
the town, which was an act of dir^^otly insulting the 
local police it was also a fact that a large number of 
Government employees were trying best to please their 
mmisters and c-ther petty bosses of the Congress party 
Some petty Congress men were taking a great role in 
matters of transfer and posting of Government servants. 
The Government had failed to solve the food problem 
and an artificial scarcity hod been created. Nothing had 
been done to create employment potentialities by set- 
ting up factories, industries or nulls The all round dis- 
content caused by economic backwardness, unemploy- 
ment, lack of fulfilment of educational needs of the 





people and non-setting up of mdustriOB etc. hAid led 
the Manipnn youths to go to Pakistan and China to 
receive arms and training to revolt against the Govern- 
ment. Most of the key posts in Manipur were held by 
non-Manipuris and the existence of an anti Manipuri 
lobby under this Government was not a secret 

When the discussion was over the mover of the 
motion demanded division. Ther one member of the 
ruling party requested the chair to allow them to 
exercise conscience vote The Speaker replied that he 
could not issue whip When the vote nas taken i9 
supported the motion against II 

Shn Koirerig Singh submitted his resignation to 
Shn Baleswar Prasad, the Chief Commissioner of Mam- 
pur on the same day. 

The dissenting group of the (^ingress MLAs joined 
the U.L.F. and on 30 9.69 a delegate of the U L F 
consisting sarvashn S. Larho, Speaker, Paokhohang 
(Cong-dihSident), Borthakm Sharma (SSP), M Ibohal 
Singh (CPT), Y. Yaima Singh and Md Alimuddin met 
the Chief Commissioner and requested him to allow 
the ULF to form the ministry 

On the report of the Chief Commissioner after ob- 
serving the political situation in Manipur, the Presi- 
dent dissolved the Legislative Assembly and the admi- 
nistration of Manipur was taken over by him on the 
16th Oct'Ober, 1969

CHAPTER V 

POLITICAL DEVELOPMENT BETWEEN 
1969 & 1972 

Shn Y. Yaima Singh a prominent member of the 
Congress party who got elected in all the general elec- 
tions since the 1957 general election in Manipur was 
denied the party ticket in the 4th General Election of 
1967. He however contested the said election as an 
independent candidate and won the same. Consequently, 
he was expelled from the ('ongress party and remained 
as an independent M L A Shn S. Tombi Singh and Shn 
Kh Chaoba who nere also expelled from the Congress 
party got a good consoriation Auth Shn Y. Yaima Singh. 
These three Ex-M L As initiated a move to form a local 
political party in Manipur under the name and style of 
*‘rhe Manipur Peoples Party,” the iirst convention oi 
which was held on the 26th December, 1968. This local 
party later became the greatest contending party for 
the Congress in Manipur 

During the President’s rule, Congress party expelled 
seven Ex-MLAs, namely (1) Md. Ahmuddin, (2) Md 
Chaoba, (3) Shn S Gambhir Singh, (4) Shn Ch. Raj- 
mohon Singh, (5) Shri S. Larho, (6) Shn L. Thambou 
Singh and (7) Md. Ashraf All. Soon thereafter thest* 
seven Ex-MLAs jomed the Manipur Peoples Party.

In the later part of 1971 when it was known that the 
election would he held in the beginning of 1972, many 
local partiee were formed for fighting m the ensuing 
election. The splittinfr of the Congress partv m India 
had split the Congress in Manipur although major por- 
tion of the Congressmen remained in Congress (R . The 
S.S.P. also split and a section became a local party 
called Manipur National Orgamsation Some other 
parties such as, Nationabst party, Meitei Marup etc. 
fought in the election 

The gist of the election manifesto of the Mampur 
Peoples Party was as follows —

Under the said Act the Legislative 
Assembly will have 60 members Accordingly the Deli- 
mitation Commission had created 60 constituencies 
almost by bifuroating each of the existing 30 oonsti- 
tnencieB.

The Speaker who belonged to the ruling party ruled 
that the motion would be discussed after lunch, and 
allowed other businesses to be proceeded inspite of 
objections from the opposition on the ground that the 
minority ministry had no right to answer questions 
and give Statements. 

When the motion was taken up for discussion after 
the recess, the Speaker stated that he would not fix any 
time limit and would allow everybody who wished to 
participate. The opposition members alleged that du- 
ring its one ycai’s rule the Government had taken up 
many items in the interest of some section of the people 
and not in the interest of the general public and that 
though it was clear from 15,2.73 that it had lost the 
right to hold the Goveniment, it had not the intention 
of leaving the seat. 

Allegations an 1 charges were ma Ic by both sides 
against one another. Then the 8]>eakei adjourned till 
the next day. 

On 33.3.73 when the discussion on the motion was 
taken up the Speaker had taken a different attitude 
He would expunge the words from the opposition which 
would hurt the luling party. Whenever any allegation 
was made by the opposition party against the ruling 
party he would ask for proof and documentary evi- 
dence, otherwise the member had to apologise, and 
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rul«d that no one should put allegations without doou* 
mentary evidence. From this the opposition side 
remained silent and the members of the ruhng side took 
monopoly of the day and made several allegations 
against the members of the opposition, for which the 
Speaker ignored about asking for the documentary 
evidence The discussion was adjourned inconclusively 
till 26.3 73. 

On 26 3.73 when the motion was taken up, the mem> 
bers of the opposition seeing the motive of the Speaker, 
did not open their mouths at all The members of the 
ruling party rose one after another blaming the mem- 
bers of the opposition, till the time oi the recess. 

When the House reassembled at 2 30 p m not a 
member of the ruling bench was present The Speaker 
stated that he had received an information 'that the 
Chief Minister was meeting the Governor So he ad- 
journed the House till 3 30 p.m 

* At 3 30 p.m when the House reassembled the 
Speaker informed that the Council of Ministers headed 
by Md Ahmuddin had tendered resignation. 

The Congress led Progressive Democratic AUiance 
met the Governor and requested him to allow them to 
form the Government On the recommendation of the 
Governor the President dissolved the Assembly on 28th 
March 1973 and took over the adnuuistmtiou of Afanipur.

CHAPTER VII 


SECOND ALIMUDDIN MINISTRY 

In the last week of February 1974 election was held 
for all the 60 Constituencies of Manipur i.e. 19th & 23rd 
Februaty for the hill areas and 2Sth February for the 
plain. Just before the election some ex-MLAs of the 
hiUs led by Shri Yangsiaso Shaiza formed the Manipur 
Hill Union. It was said that this party had the support 
of the hostile Nagas The Manipur Hill Union set up 
candidates in the Manipur East, Manipur North, Mani- 
pur West districts and Tengnoupal Sub-Division and 
made election alliances in the South District with an 
aim to capture the 19 Scheduled Caste reserved consti- 
tuencies The Congress also set up candidates in all the 
reserved constituencies Manipur Peoples Party could 
set up only one candidate in the hill areas 

The Congress made an election alliance with the 
Communist Party of India The Congress set up candi- 
dates in 48 constituencies, while the Manipur Peoples 
Party also contested in all the 41 unreserved constitu- 
encies.

Just before the sweanng in of the Alimuddin minis- 
try a section of the Manipur Hill Union led by Shri 
Yangmaso Shaiza left the U.L.P as Shn Sliaiza was not 
self cted as the Chief Minister of the U L P Gov'ernment. 
However, there were 35 members left. So U L.P, could 
easily form the ministry Both the factions of the Mani- 
pur Hill Union claimed themselves to be the genuine 
Manipur Hill Union. For the sake of removing confu- 
sion in future references they might be termed as M H U. 
(0pp.) and M.H U (Ruling) 

Soon after the formation of the U L P. Ministry Shri 
Jangamlung of MHU (Opp ) defected to MHU (Ruling) 
and joined U L.P on 18 4.74 

On 27 3 74 Shn S. Ibomcha Singh ( Independent ) 
joined the U L.P. 



Md. Habibur Rahman, a CongisM HLA'^d the 
General Secretary tif -'tiifi flCanipiir FraHesh Congress 
Committee d^feeteld'totheiD'.L.P. on '35.3.74. The U.L P. 
with a strength of 38 in the House of 60 ran the Gkivem- 
ment for four months till some fnotion within «the U.L.P. 
cropped up. 

Meanwhile the partm in the oppositicm ue. the 
Congress, C.P.I.^d Independents forpied an 

alliance oaHed Progressive Democratic Front and lured 
, as many members of the ruling party as possible to 
come to their side, with promises of position and 
benefits. 

During the budget session in July, 1974 four ministers 
namely, Shn T.P Kiulengpao, Cabinet Ministers, Sarva- 
shri Hgulhbohao, Borthakur Sharma and H T Thiingam, 
State Ministers resigned from the U L.P. ministry and 
went over to the P.D.P The Speaker, Shri R K Doren- 
dra Singh and three other ML As namely CH Shri S. 
Biramani Singh. (2) Shn Kh. Nimaichand Singh, (3) 
Shn S. Ibomcha Singh also supported the P D.F al- 
though they hod not formally went over to the P.D.F. 
Shri Tombi Singh, Finance Minister also bargained with 
the P.D.F to overthrow the U.L.P. Government. 

This time the opposition took quite a different 
strategy to overthrow the Alimuddin Mimstry. They 
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did not adopt the usual method of moving a no-confi- 
dence motion The eight members who had colluded 
with tho'P D.F. remained mlenirand sat with tiie U L.P. 
tiU the morning of the 8th July \91A 

On the 8th July, 1974 when the House reassembled 
after recess, the ruling bench was vacant except Shri S. 
Tombi Singh, Finance Minust^ and Sarvashri Ashraf Ali 
and Kh. Pishak Singh Perhaps these two ML As were 
present as they did not get the latest decision of 
ruling party They went out as soon as they came to 
know the situation 

The four ministers and three Independent members 
sat m the opposition bench When the Manipur Appro- 
priation (No 3 J Bill, 1974 was taken up for clause by 
clause consideration and passing as moved by the 
Finance Minister it was defeated by 31 to I votes 

In the meantime, Md Alimuddin met the Governor 
and handed over the resignation of his Council of Minis- 
ters in the afternoon of the 8th July, 1974.

Soon a nft cropped up between S!iri Yangmaao 
Shaiza and the Gongreaa party regarding the inclusion of 
Congress in the ministry. So far no Congress member 
had joined the ministry The Congress wanted the minis- 
ters nominated by the party whereas Shri Yaugmaso 
Shaiza would accept the Congressmen of his own choice. 
Shn Yangmaao was fully supported in his views by Shri 
M. Koireng Singh who was still the undisputed leader in 
the Congress party and Shri Meghaohandra of the C.F.1, 
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A section of the Congress members^ negotiated vith 
the U L P for forming another ministry. As the strug- 
gle became tough both sides had set up concentration 
camps, in which the MLAs were confined in the comps 
Shri M Koireng Singh was able to keep eight Congress 
MLAs in the camp of Shri Shaiza They were : ( 1 ) Shri

ooUisioD. 

The Governor then advised Shn Yangmaso Shaiza to 
resign and Shn Shaiza resigned quite imwiUmgly on tho 
5tJi December, 1974.

The CongreBB and U L.P coalition took the name of 
Democratic Legislature Party and elected Shri R.K.
